Friday Nov. 9th, a wood teamster 
named McCausland, who was haulin 
wood in the mountains about twent 
miles northeast of this city, saw a 
woman riding astride of a goat on the 
side of a mountain. Sheseemed quite 
at ease on her improvised courser, and 
was riding along at a fast gait, but as 
soon asshe saw she was observed she 
jumped off the goat and ran out of 
sight on the further side of the moun- 
tain, nanny followed in her tracks. 
The teamster is at a loss to account 


for the presence of the woman in that 


“neighborhood, ashe is sure that there 
are no families residing there, It was 
probably ‘‘Oid Mother Dildine,” an ec- 
centri¢é-woman who has kept a goat 
and chick dank, for the past twelve 
or fifteen years, on the eastern edge 

of Twenty-one.mile Desert, and whose 
| uliarities are ‘well known to the 
residents in that part of Carson valley. 
She lives alone in a small cabin, with 
her goats, sheep and fowls for only 
companions, invariably mqouing all 
intercourse with white people_as long 
as she can. When her stock of the 
necessaries of life is exhausted,\ she 
visits the towns of Sutro and Dayton

to sell a few'dozen of eggs and chickens 


with the product of which she repleni- 

ishes her store. ‘She is quite sociable : 
to the Indians who wander in that 
direction, and treats them kindly. 
always, but especially when they are 

ill. At such times she prepares from 
mountain plants, with whose proper- 

ties she is well acquainted,® beverages 
that the Piutes betieve to be all-poten- 

tial in restoring them to health. Her 

nearest white neighbor lives probably 
fifteen miles away, but she not only 
does not regret her isolation, but she 

rather likes it, and the chances are 
that she prefers her mode of life in 
her wretched hovel to a residence -on 
Comstock Row, or in a more civilized 
vicinage. She is said to be the wife 
Samuel Z. Dildine, Surveyor of Lyon 
county, from whom she has lived apart 

for years.—Virginia Chronicle.
